59.  Dr.  Bernhard  has  taught  as 
ofessor  of  political  science.  He 
so  taught  at  BYU  in  1950-51. 
:fore  returning  to  the  Univer- 
:y  in  1959  he  was  staff  assist- 
it  to  Howard  R.  Hughes  in 
arge  of  all  political  and  public 
lations  for  the  Hughes  inter- 
ts. 

He  received  the  B.S.  degree  at 
ah  State  University  in  1941.  He 
ok  his  M.A.  degree  and  Ph.D. 
■grees  at  University  of  Calif- 
nia  in  Los  Angeles  in  1949  and' 
51  respectively.  He  also  has 
ught  at  UCLA.

SHANNON,  Ireland,  (UPI)  — 
A Super  Constellation  airliner 
carrying  68  American  service- 
men and  dependents  to  Germany 
ditched  in  the  midnight  black- 
ness of  the  Atlantic,  and  before 
daybreak  today  an  armada  of 
ships  and  planes  began  a dram- 
atic rescue  operation. 

“We  expect  that  all  the  people 
on  board  are  saved,”  said 
spokesman  for  Flying  Tiger  Air- 
lines, operator  of  the  charter 
flight. 

THE  SWISS  freighter  Celer- 
ina  reported  to  the  U.  S.  Air 
Force  Base  in  London  that  it  had 
rescued  37  men  and  three  wom- 
en from  life  rafts  near  the  spot 
where  the  plane  went  down. 

A Royal  Air  Force  rescue 
plane  reported  to  the  British  Air 
Ministry  that  the  plane  itself  had 
sunk. 

A cryptic  message  received 
from  the  Celerina  by  the  U.  S._ 
Coast  Guard  in  New  York  said: 
“We  have  38  men  one  dead  four

BUENOS  AIRES — President  Jose  M.  Guido  said  in  a 
nationwide  broadcast  that  general  elections  will  be  held  as 
soon  as  possible  in  the  wake  of  civil  war  between  opposing 
military  factions.  The  elections  were  one  of  the  aims  of  the 
victorious  troops  of  new  army  commander  Gen.  Juan  C.  On- 
gania.  Guido  said  “an  understanding  attitude’’  will  be  taken 
toward  the  losers  but  the  government  will  be  “inflexible”  if 
conflicts  arise  in  the  future.

NEW  DELHI — Indian  and  Chinese  Communist  border 

guards  exchanged  sporadic  gunfire  along  the  border  in  the 
fourth  consecutive  day  of  clashes.  A spokesman  said  there 
were  no  reports  of  casualties.

wounded.” 


THE  DITCHED.,  plane  was 
forced  down  -oy  failure  of  three 
of  its  four  engines  shortly  be- 
fore midnight.  A total  of  76  per- 
sons were  aboard,  including 
crew  of  eight. 


The  plane  had  left  McGuire 
Air  Force  Base  in  New  Jersey, 
Sunday  morning  on  a flight  to 
Frankfurt.  After  a stop  at  Gan- 
der it  began  the  second  leg  of  the 
.trip  to  Shannon.  But  on  the  way 
one  of  its  engines  went  out,  then 
another.  British  and  American 
Air  Force  planes  started  at  once 
toward  the  crippled  plane. 


Still  550  miles  short  of  the 
airport  here  the  stricken  plane’s 
pilot  messaged. 

“Only  one  engii^p  left.  Prepar- 
ing to  ditch.” 

THEN  CAME  silence,  but  be- 
fore its  radio  went  dead  the  plane 
had  been  able  to  give  it  position, 
and  ships  and  planes  joined  in  a 
massive  rescue  operation.  Freight- 


ers headed  for  the  area  as  fast 
as  the  heavy  seas  would  allow. 
Waves  of  8 to  12  feet  were  roll- 
ing in  the  area,  and  gale-force 
winds  were  reported. 

British  and  U.  S.  Air  Force 
planes  swept  through  the  inky 
skies  in  search  of  survivors.  A 
Swiss  freighter  plowed  through 
the  waves  in  response  to  the  dis- 
tress signal. 

A U.  S.  Military  Air  Transport 
plane  was  the  first  to  spot  sur- 
vivors in  life  rafts.  An  Irish  Navy 
patrol  boat  was  sent  out  along 
with  Irish  Naval  patrol  planes. 
The  Canadian  aircraft  carrier 
Bonaventure  and  five  escorting 
destroyers  joined  the  search.  A 
U.  S.  Air  Force  Rescuemaster 
plane  dropped  flares,  life  rafts, 
and  survival  kits. 

BEFORE  DAWN  the  reports 
of  survivors  began  to  crackle  ov- 
er the  rescue  operation’s  radios. 

The  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  in  New 
York  monitored  a message  from 
the  Military  Air  Transport  Ser- 
vice saying  “seven  survivors” 
had  been  picked  up. 

A radio  report  from  Prestwick, 
Scotland,  base  for  some  of  the 
rescue  planes,  said  “all  women 
and  children”  were  off  the  char- 
tered 118-seat  plane.  Two  child- 
ren, aged  9 and  11,  were  reported 
among  the  13  dependents. 

AN  UNCONFIRMED  report 
heard  by  the  Coast  Guard  said 
there  were  five  rafts  in  the  wa- 
ter with  “very  many’  ’survivors. 
Each  raft  was  big  enough  to 
hold  25  persons. 

A Navy  plane  flying  over  the 
area  reported  seeing  lights 
blinking  from  two  life  rafts,  ac- 
cording to  another  message  pick- 
ed up  by  the  Coast  Guard. 

THE  DITCHING  was  the  first 
in  the  Atlantic  in  nearly  15  years, 
and  if  all  the  passengers  were 
saved  it  would  be  one  of  the 
most  stirring  rescues  in  the  his- 
tory of  trans-ocean  aviation. 

The  Air  Force  held  up  an- 
nouncement of  the- passenger  list 
.pending  notification  of  next  of 
kin.  Flying  Tiger  Lines  head- 
quarters in  Burbank,  Calif.,  re-' 
leased  the  names  of  the  crew 
members,  headed  by  pilot  John 
D.  Murray,  44,  of  Oyster  Bay, 
N.  Y.

Popularize  Communism 
Cry  from  Soviet  Union 


MOSCOW,  (UPI) — The  Communist  Party  newspaper 
Pravda  announced  an  all  out  campaign  for  the  “populariza- 
tion of  atheism”  and  eradication  of  the  last  traces  of  “pre- 
judice” in  favor  of  religion  throughout  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  intensified  anti-religious  offensive  was  urged  by  the 
Presidium  of  the  Central  Council  of  Trade  Unions,  which  in- 
cludes the  bulk  of  the  Soviet  labor  force,  Pravda  said. 

The  campaign  should  utilize  all  public  information  media 
— “press,  radio  and  television” — and  should  include  the  es- 
tablishment of  reading  rooms  for  atheistic  literature,  and  the 
organizing  of  evening  lecture  sessions,  the  Presidium  said. 

Workers  also  were  urged  to  try  and  talk  “believing” 
comrades  into  becoming  atheists. 

The  Trade  Union  Council  said  the  “popularization  of 
atheism,  must  be  based  on  the  outstanding  achievements  of 
Soviet  science  . . . and  the  materialistic  point  of  view.” 

Soviet  citizens  are  guaranteed  the  right  of  religious  wor- 
ship under  the  constitution.  But  religious  school  instruction 
; before  the  age  of  18  is  not  permitted  and  citizens  are  dis- 
I couraged  from  “propagandizing  in  favor  of  religion. 

An  American  delegation  of  the  National  Council  of 
j Churches  recently  spent  three  weeks  in  the  Soviet  Union. 
iWhen  newsmen  asked  for  opinions  on  the  state  of  religion, 
j the  Rev.  Eugene  Blake  of  Philadelphia  said : 

I “The  strongest  impression  I 
I shall  take  away  with  me  is  the 


mentalists  for  a total  of  400.

They  said,  however,  that  Soviet 
authorities  admitted  that  some 
churches  had  been  closed  rec- 


ently. 

The  Trade  Councils  decision 
was  another  example  of  Com 
munist  concern  over  the  necess- 
ity for  stepping  up  the  drive 
against  religion. 

The  Communist  Party’s  Theor- 
etical Journal  Kommunist  called 
last  year  for  the  stamping  out  of 
religious  sects — the  term  em- 
ployed in  references  to  such 
groups  as  Jehovah’s  Witnesses 
and  Seventh  Day  Adventists.  The 
journal  said  that  sects  spring  up 
“readily”  — particularly  in  the 
Ukraine.  It  is  said  one  religionist 
was  sentenced  to  prison  for 
“forcing  his  children  to  pray  and 
wear  crosses.’*

Donnell  Black- 
ham,  a.  graduate  student  with  a 
master’s  degree  in  music,  will  as- 
sist him. 

Their  goal  is  to  find  an  objec- 
tive method  of  describing  the 
quality  of  musical  tones. 


IN  1952,  after  retiring  from  the 
Bell  Laboratories,  Dr.  Fletcher 
came  to  BYU  to  be  the  first  dean 
of  the  College  of  Physical  and 
Engineering  Sciences.  He  was 
also  BYU’s  Director  of  Research, 
but  relinquished  both  positions 
to  do  research  and  special  teach- 
ing. 

A leading  acoustician,  he  is 
known  as  the  “father  of  stereo- 
phonic sound.”  He  has  patented 
18  inventions  of  value  to  radio, 
television,  motion  pictures  and 
the  armed  forces,  and  has  writ- 
ten more  than  50  major  works 
for  professional  publications.

He  can  r 
offer  suggestions  on  program 
planning ; selection  of  major,  elec- 
tive,  and  general  education 
courses;  and  study  planning.  He 
can  tell  his  advisees  how  to  get 
special  help. 

The  adviser  cannot  help  unless 
he  is  consulted.  The  student ! 
must  be  willing  to  talk  about 
his  needs,  goals,  and  interests.  He 
should  ask  questions  about  the 
things  he  needs  to  know. 

NO  ONE  CAN  develop  a good 
relationship  in  a few  hurried 
minutes.  It  takes  time  for  the  ad- 
viser and  student  to  learn  to 
know  each  other  and  to  become 
friends. 


70  Suspended 
At  Indiana  U 

BLOOMINGTON,  Ind.  (UPII 
— Indiana  University  suspended 
three  students  for  a year  and 
placed  70  others  and  five  frater- 
nities on  probation  because  of  an 
examination  theft  last  spring  that 
was  discovered  in  time  to  thwart 
the  cheaters,  a university  official 
has  disclosed. 

Dean  of  Students  Robert  H. 
Shaffer  said  the  three  suspended 
students  were  accused  of  steal- 
ing and  distributing  the  test  ques- 
tions for  a sophomore  course  in 
economics. 

One  of  the  three  offered  copies 
for  sale  on  a money-back  guar- 
antee— no  cost  to  the  buyer  if 
the  questions  were  not  used, 
Shaffer  said. 

The  70  students  and  five  social 
fraternities  placed  on  probation 
were  warned  if  they  are  involved 
in  further  academic  misconduct 
they  will  be  suspended.
